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TWO HORNS OF A DILEMMA 



Cablegram* on Tuesday announce ! 
that, through the machination* of 
Hon. John Kedmond and his IrU'i 
Parliamentary followers, the Hritish 
House of Commons had been put on 
record as flavoring home rule by u 
vote of 313 to 157. The debate on .Mr. 
Redmond's resolution continued ail 
day and far Into Monday night. In 
brief, his resolution embodied the 
idea that "in the opinion of this 
House a solution of this problem can 
on'y be attained by giving the Irish 
people legislative anil executive con- 
trol of all purely Irish affairs." Later 
this was amended by adding: "AH 
subject to the supreme authority of 
the Imperial Parliament." 

It became known late last week 
that Mr. Kedmond intended to force 
a show-down early this week, and 
the whips caused earnest message 1 ; 
to be sent to absentee members of 
all panties. The result was a very 
large attendance Monday. In pre- 
senting his resolution Mr. Hedmon.l 
denounced the present system of 
Government in Ireland and put the 
question of home rule (before the 
House of Commons in uncompro- 
mising fashion. He declared that an 
overwhelming majority of the pres- 
ent house had professed their belief 
that this concession was a necessity, 
and he added that every member ol 
the present. Government had at som" 
time given pubbc pledges to the same 
effect. 

The mover of the resolution suld 
he desired to put them on record anil 
thus free the hands of the Liberal 
party and the Cauvernment at th" 
next "election, thus making •sure that 
there would be no repetition of the 
pledges roadie by so many of the 
members at the last election not to 
introduce home rule during the 
present session ot Parliament. In 
conclusion he asked the House to give 
Ireland what has been given to the 
Frenchmen in Canada, the Dutchmen 
in the Transvaal and the colonists in 
Australia. 

On the other hand Karl Percy of 
fered on amendment declaring that 
the House was unalterably OPBO M il 
to the creation of an Irish Parlia- 
ment with a responsible i-\eciltive. 
Mr. Birrell, Secretary for Ireland, 
came to the aid of Mr. ltedinond and 
sad there was not a man in the 
House of Commons but knew that 
sooner or later there would he a very 
substantial modification in the rela- 
tion's between tireat ltritnin and Ire- 
land. The Imperial Put liainent. he 
said, had not time to attend to the 
needs of Ireland: there were scores 
of vital measures requiring imme- 
diate and constant attention miles 
they were to allow -something like 
hell'" to prevail in Irelund. In con- 
clusion he said: 'If the Nationalists 
should bring thciir proposal clearly 
before the people at the ne\l iri-ncrul 
election he ifrlieved the l.ngiish 
voters won Id /ally to their help In 
solving the litohlein "

the contract of marriage the fatal 
peril of hoste and thoughtlessness. 
The remedy to this haute and 
thoughtlessness is the presence of 
the priest at evety marriage, am 1 the 
opportunity allowed him to ascertain 
beforehand whether there are pre- 
existing impediments to ithe marriage 
and to give to the parties to he mar- 
ried such counsel as will fit them for 
the reception of the smcrnment and 
secure to them the plentltude of Iti

That's all 
right, but. is he furnishing fireside;, 
or is any one else; and does he think 
that these ten girls in a family am 
going to work in u 'a.'torv been use 
they're tired of their firesides?" 

Mr. Sullivan was asked what he 
thinks of the bill, recently Introduced, 
to place ii tax on the fortun«s of 
American girls who marry titled for- 
eigners. 

"Persona II v I can't ssi.v anything 
iilsnit the Yutiderbllt *. for 1 don't 
know I hem." he replied. "They don't 
know me. We only met DOM in our 
lives, so far us I know. That was at 
the (irnnil Central Station nnd one of 
them asked me if I would please get 
out of the wav I did. 

"I don't blame the Vanderbllt girl 
nt till.

Though never robust 
Canon Meegnn had no serious illness 

till January, when he I. cold and 

congestion of th" lungs caused his 
death- He was morn in Mountstewar* 
in .1840. 

The death of Lord Hemphill and 
the succession of his son to the title 
changes the situation as to the suc- 
cessor of Judge Kisbey as County 
Court Juilgo of Louth and Armngli. 
which was supposed to be a certainty 
for the latter. There is naturally a 
great deul of competition for the 
post among members of the bar in 
favor with the present administra- 
tion, but the' chief favorite now Is 
said to be a rather young County 
Cavan barrister.
